— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub -rule ( 1 ) of rule 8 of 
the Central Excise Rules, 1944 , read with sub - section ( 4 ) of section 31 of the 
Finance Act, 1969 ( 14 of 1969 ) , the Central Government hereby exempts straw 
board and millboard falling under Item No. 17 ( 3 ) of the First Schedule to the 
Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 ( 1 of 1944 ) , from the whole of the special duty 
of excise leviable thereon under sub - section ( 1 ) of the said section 31 .

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the export of such goods the Central Government has , by a notification issued 
under the said rule 12 or 12A , permitted the rebate of excise duty paid on such 
goods under the Central Excises and Salt Act , 1944 ( 1 of 1944 ), a rebate of the 
special duty of excise shall also be made in full subject to the same conditions 
A8 govern the rebate of excise duty .
